'N Friday, the 25th of January, athalf an fidur 
paft fix inthe morningj was loftat the entrance- of Dub- 
lin Harbour, the armed cutter,, T/ie Union,. Capt. PlTT?< 
She ftruck on the Baf, on the 22d,, and was at tha,t time 
faved by the extraordinary force of one man only ; but 
was dafhed to pieces under Ireland's Eye,., on the 25th. — 
The Captain himfeif was not on board] but fhe was 
commanded b*;, a Maflcr and Commander, who wsxs a 
very young. Mafler indeed ; and {he was bulged by feme 
fljarp rocks> «thich were not difcovered, owincr to the 
young' Majtii''}h&\n^ out in his fouttdins^f. But wliat con- 
tributed miich to the lofs of the vcilc?',. was the impru- 
dence of fiipercedine, iathemidft of the ftorm»'fome 
fef the oldeflandabieft navigators, and putting incapa- 
ble youngofficers in their place.. 1'hc old Pilot, v/ho 
had 'long' been in the government fervice, arnd had ren- 
dered great -fervices, not-only tothe ftate, but to the 
trade and navigation of the country, was difplaced; 
and he was .flicceeded in his ftation by afore-majl man, 
yvhom the crew in their refentment,. conceived to be a 
pragmatical, '.jbalhio,prefnmptious young fellow. The 
old Pilot w'ai a blunt, fturdy tar; faithful, capable, 
a!itl'Io«ed by Vhe crew?. He knew well the Harbour of 
Dub^if), andWas p'erfeftiy acquainted with every part of 
the cbafl. He .had repeatedly told the Captain, before 
the voyage, " That the current was .-tgaJuft him, and 
that thcrcwa^Titifnfe-lying, qv good anchaxage fox ihat vef- 
fel, in any part of Ireland ; not even in the Harhour of 
Cvri', if there ftiould come a ftorm." He told him alfo, 
*' That tlie F«/>/i? of. this country 'vio\i\A notfuffer the car- 
s;o to be landed, as- it contained fome articles oiihz grotxith 
& produce a? the'Otiaman empire^ whichcould not fail to in- 
troduce the miferies of a/i%«? into this kingdom, & that, 
although the vellel . had pcrfornied a long quarantine in 
Scotland, jet (he articles ftill retained their poifonous 
mfe£lion — for this counfel he v/as difmifled, although 
his'forewarniiigs were fulfilled. It is however fair to 
fay that this old pilot had his faults : he had a bluntnefs 
in his manner and negligence hi his drefs unpardonable 
in a faiicr;— his n;a!iner was fuch, that he would not 
fetter his betters J aiid as to his drcfs! he has been ken 



on fiate days and fundays, when he wore a gold epaulet, 
V^itb a foiled waiftcoat and torn trowfers. Thefe 
grofs faults have, it is true, been eminently correQied by 
the delacacy and tefinemcnt of his fucceflbr. One in- 
ftance more of the policy o? changing the hands on Biard t 
The orderly ferjea^ of marines (an excellent foldier) was-- 
caihiered, bccaufe he exprefled a relu6taHce to enter the- 
lifts againfl: his country ; and it is well known that rr;any 
of the crew, who worked the fhip, would have been 
glad to have it wrecked provided they could fave them- 
felves. The captain in England has fince declared, he 
ivould have this yeflel repaired in Plymouth-dock-— but 
we heat a Scotch workman has been fent over to alFure 
him, that (hC has gojte to pieces and cannot Be repaired.
